The contract provides the following wage scale: Piece work pay ranges from 
-79 to 1.27 Deutsdhe marks (DM), pay for time work ranges from .91 to 6 DM. 
Time and piece work pay varies with each pay group (8) and local class (5). 
Trainees receive from 60, te 90, DM per month, Occupational groups receive from 
164. to 252, DM per motbh, Pay for truck drivers,depending on the size of truck 
they drive, fanges from x2k¥ 1.21 to 1.79 DM (piece work) and 1.0% to 156 DM ft 
(time work, Chauffeurs are paid 238, to 308, DM per month (208 woking hours), 
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
